The first event of the dedication c«r- 


*;r<nomes was the departure of the pres- 
idential party,1 with members of the 
Grant fami!y and invited guests, from 
the Fifth Avenue hotel this morning. 
The tartv left the hotel from three 
different 
entranoes at 9:30 o'clock. 


Meantime the entire line of march had 
been crowded with cheering thousands, 
who were kept from crowding into the 
streets by long lines of police. As the 
president passed through the multi- 
rude he was kept busy bowing right and 
left in response to the cheers that 
greeted his appearance, 
and 
Mrs. 


Grant, the widow of the dead presi- 
dent, was quite as enthusiastically 
greeted. 


Squadron A, Major Roe command- 


Ing, had formed on Madison Square, 
facing west, and acted as special escort 
for the party, and details of veterans 
were the special escort of Mrs. Grant. 


At 11 o'clock exercises at the tomb 


were begun, following this order: "My 
Country, 'Tis of Thee:" prayer by Bish- 
op J. P. Newman; hymn of thanks, "Old 
Netherland Folksong;" address by the 
president of the United States; "Star 
Spangled Banner;" oration by General 
Horace Porter, president of the Grant 
Monument association; acceptance of 
the monument" by Mayor Strong; "Hal- 
lejuh Chorus" from Handel's "Mes- 
siah;" doxology. The doxology was 
sung by the chorus, under Frank Dam- 
rosch, and the assemblage in the vicin- 
ity of the monument was invited to 
Join. 


The solemn service of dedication 


seemed to throw a strange hush over 
this vast tUrong. The president stood 
bareheaded in the wind. When he 
spoke he was heard distinctly by the 
5.000 persons who stood directly in 
front of him. 


General Porter's oration in honor of 


the hero seemed to impress the crowd 
less than the sight of the palefaced, 
bareheaded president, standing beside 
•the widow of the dead general, ex- 
President Cleveland and the gray- 
headed statesmen and soldiers. It was 
their presence rather than their words 
that lent solemnity to the occasion. 


Surrounded by his cabinet, his gen- 


erals and his friends, PresWent Mc- 
Kinley stood and reviewed the grand- 
est military pageant ever seen in this 
city. There were regular soldiers, reg- 
ular sa Hers, national guardsmen of the 
t,ca and land forces. Grand Army vet- 
erans. Confederate veterans and the 
striplings who in the future may fight 
as galjantly as their fathers did. 


When the cheering was at its loudest, 


and v. hen the wind bad somewhat died 
away, a tOtJ'-hins' scone was enacted, 
which was seen by few.

While the land parade was waited 


j for after the conclusion of the cere- 


monies the sky became laden and the 
wind increased until it almost howled 
around the trees. The waters of the 
Hudson reflected the ashen hue of the 
Sky, and the jtreat white shins that 
floated on its bosom stood out in al- 
most ominous relief. The dusty road- 
bed of the drive was whipped up until 
black coats became brown, and spec- 
tators forsook their unsheltered seats 
for the protection of the tomb pillars. 


At the head of the military dvision 


and of the parade, in which 60,000 men 
marched, rode General Grenville M. 
Dodge, the grand marshal. Upon the 
recommendation of General Grant, un- 
der whom he served, he secured his 
stars as a major general. It was fit- 
ting indeed that he who began life as 
a butcher's boy in Danvers, Mass., and 
rose to greatness under Grant, should 
lead the host of soldierly pilgrims to 
the tomb of the general who was once 
the tanner of Galena. Behind him 
rode Colonel A. Noel Blakeman, chief 
of staff, and the other staff officers. 


Next in line came the United States 


forces, under command of Major Gen- 
eral "Wesley A. Merritt. He was sur- 
rounded by a brilliant staff and was 
followed by the First brigade, U. S. A., 
led bv General William M. Graham. 
Under his command, among other bod- 
ies, were the West Point cadets, en- 
gineers from Willete, Point, the Thir- 
teenth and Ninth infantry regiments 
and nine batteries of artillery. Then 
followed a regiment of crack United 
States cavalrymen. The Second bri- 
gade of United States forces was made 
up of three battalions of marines, 
headed by the fine Marine band, of 
Washington, and five battalions of 
bluejackets 
from 
Admiral Bunce's 


white squadron. 


Governor Frank S. Black and his 


gold laced staff led the Second di- 
vision, composed of the National Guard 
of the state of New York. Brigadier 
General Louis Fitzgerald commanded 
the First brigade of this division. 


The Third division may be called the 


governors' guard, for ten chief execu- 
tives of sister commonwealths had 
places in it. First in line was Governor 
D. H. Hastings, of Pennsylvania, fol- 
lowed by a provisional brigade picked 
from the National Guard of the Key- 
stone state. 


New Jersey's governor. John W. 


Griggs, acted as a brigadier of the 
soldiers of the Lishtnh?| state, and 
had for his personal escort the Essex 
troopers, of Orange. 


Next came Governor Cooke, of Con- 


necticut, supported by a soldierly bat- 
talion lookins for all the world like 
her ma3esty's~horse guards.

Governor Wolcott, of Massachusetts, 


beaded the troops from his state, in- 
cluding the famous Ancient and Hon-

executive of the Terrapin state in 
many years, followed upon the heels 
of the Bay State brigade. The gover- 
nor was escorted by the crack regiment 
of Maryland, the "Dandy Fifth," of 
Baltimore. 


The National Guard of "Virginia, led 


by Governor Charter O'Ferrall. follow- 
ed the Maryland troops. The governor, 
who was a captain in the Confederate 
army, was escorted by the Richmond 
Blues.

As 5 o'clock, the hour at which 


President 
McKinley was to go on 


board the Dolphin approached, the 
crowd on the 'jjer where he was to 
embark grew larger and larger, until 
several thousand had assembled. They 
greeted the president and his party 
witn a #heer which was re-echoed by 
the hundreds of steamers which, hav- 
ing come up the river in the naval 
parade, had taken up positions in 
rather inconvenient proximity to the 
Dolphin. As the president set foot on 
the deck of the Dolphin a presidential 
salute of 21 guns was fired, and the 
fleet of steamers blew whistles until 
the sound of the firing was scarcely 
audible. 


The president was accompanied by 


Secretary of State Sherman, Secretary 
Alger, Attorney 
General McKenna, 


Secretary Long, Secretary Gage, Sec- 
retary Bliss, Generals Miles, Ruggles, 
Porter and Butterfield, Elihu Root, J. 
Edward Simmons, Governor Black and 
Postmaster General Gary. 


At 5:30 o'clock the Dolphin started 


down the river, followed by the im- 
mense fleet of steamers 
which 
had 


awaited the arrival of the president. 
As the Dolphin passed the white squad- 
ron and the foreign warships the rails 
were manned by the gallant tars of the 
various ships, and a French bugle call 
from the Fulton was added to its salute 
of the chief executive. 


A unique feature of the naval pa-* 


rade was the appearance of the steam- 
er Sam Sloan, decorated with Cuban 
Sags, as she passed up and down North 
river. She had been chartered by some 
of the prominent members of the Cu- 
ban colony, and carried as guests 
President T. Estrada Palma and the 
officers of the Cuban legation and their 
families. As Mr. Palma and party 
ascended from the Cortlandt street 
pier to the cabin of the Sam Sloan the 
band played the national anthem of 
Cuba, while one of the ladies sang the 
air, the passengers joining in the 
chorus. Every stanchion and flagstaff 
was hung: with the colors of Cuba 
Libre. As the Sloan steamed up the 
river the band played the national 
air of each country while passing its 
representative or visiting warships. 
When the Sloan reached the Spanish 
men-of-war, 
Infanta 
Isabella 
and 


Maria Theresa, the band struck up the 
Cuban national war song, while the 
passengers cried "Cuba Libre." The 
officers of the Spanish vessel maintain- 
ed a dignified silence. 


While the surging crowds were still 


seeking their homes an elaborate re- 
ception to President McKinley was in 
progress at the Union League club. 


Scarcely a hitch occurred in the 


whole arrangements for this great 
celebration, and the arrangements of 
the committee from early morning 
until late at night met with complete 
success. The brisk cold wind affected 
those in the elevated vicinity of the 
tomb more than it did those in more 
sheltered and lower r>arts of the csty. 
It is estimated that fully a million 
persons watched for hours the troops 
that passed in review. It was such a 
gorjreous sight I hat no diist. no wind 
could kill the enthusiasm of the on- 
lookers, many of whvm were compelled 
to walk out in the eariy morning to 
the j>ark. and thoy=an<is of whom 
came from distant cities.

Two Million Dollar Fire In Norfolk.; 


Newport News, Va., April 28.—Fire 


broke out in the Chesapeake and Ohio 
Railroad company's pier No. 5 at an 
early hour in the morning, and before 
the flames were checked damage to tne 
extent of $2,000,000 had been done. Two 
of the company's immense piers were 
destroyed, three vessels burned to the 
water's edge, a tugboat entirely de- 
stroyed and eight persons injured, some 
of them seriously. The flames spread 
with such rapidity that it was im- 
possible to make any headway against 
them. 


London, April 28.—A dispatoa from 


Athens says: Popular feeling points 
to a revolution in favor of a republic 
The citizens are greatly excited at the 
revelations made by former Minister 
Ralli as to the conduct of the cam- 
paign. Yesterday large meetings were 
held in Constitution Square and other 
places of public resort, and fiery har- 
angues were delivered by well known 
orators in denunciation of "those who- 
would betray Greece." The fall of the 
ministry is regarded as certain. 


Yesterday afternoon 500 men formed! 


themselves into a volunteer body, 
forced their way into the gunsmiths' 
shops, armed themselves with rifles 
and revolvers and paraded the street 
in front of M. Ralli's residence.* Sev- 
eral deputies addressed them, exhort- 
ing them to remain calm and to await 
the progress of events. Finally they 
proceeded to the royal palace, where, 
after making a demonstration, they 
dispersed without further 
disorder, 


but this incident has made a great 
sensation. 


The people are frightfully incensed- 


at the retreat of the troops. The bit- 
terness against King George and his 
government is intensified by the news 
that the Greek army in Epirus has 
been ordered to suspend operations, 
pending reconsideration of the situa- 
tion by the ministers. There is reason 
to believe the government is contem- 
plating the withdrawal of the Greek 
troops from Crete and an appeal to the 
powers to settle the troubles. This 
change upon the part of the govern- 
ment is due to Edhem Pasha having 
intimated his intention of marching- 
upon Athens. 


The correspondent of the Associated 


Press \vi.th the Turkish army at Lar- 
rissa telegraphs that he never saw such 
perfect discipline as when the victor- 
ious Turks occupied Larissa. The peace 
was not disturbed in a single quarter 
of th« town. As an instance of th<» 
strictness of the orders against pillage, 
the correspondent has just seen a 
Turkish soldier who took a shirt from 
an abandoned. haK closed store seized 
by a patrol azid arrested.

THE PAMIR REGION OF ASIA. 


Tiny ABSCB and Oxen—No Trace of 


<;ivlllzutiou Found AJIIOM^ These 
Oriental Aborigines.

XE of the most remarkable 
journeys of our day was re- 
cently undertaken by two 
adventmous youug Danes. 


Knowing 
that there was a good 


deal 
of 
unexplored 
territory 


in the Pamir region, in Central 
Asia, they determined to journey 
thither and make a ciose study 
of this terra incognita and its in- 


Tbe antidote for 
tbe rinderpest 


which Dr. Koch is reported to have 
discovered in South Africa, if it should 
prove as successful as Pasteur's meth- 
ods of eradicating diseases among ani- 
mals, would, the 2few York Tribune 
believes, lead to larger results in pro- 
moting peace and prosperity in that 
part of tbe world than the most in • 
genions compromise which Mr. Cham- 
berlain could devise for ihe reconcili- 
ation of foreign races. In comtmri- 
eon witb n triumph of science like Dr. 
Koch's, tbo British success at Bida in 
bringing another litfch war to a close 
is insignificant indeed. 


How the Germans got the reputa- 


tion of being "slow" it is hard for 
Farm, Field end Fireside to under- 
stand. "In reality," it says, "they 
are tbe most progressive nation OH 
earth. 
Many of the things which ia 


this country are looked upon as wild- 
ly radical have been in practical and 
successful operation over there for 
years. 
Government ownership of 


railways, postal savings banks, com- 
pulsory insurance for government em- 
ployes and pensions after retirement 
for age, are all beyond the experi- 
mental stageiu Germany. The recent 
official reports show that the railways 
are-paying so well as to be a large 
eource of revenue to the government, 
and reductions ia both freight and 
passenger rates are contemplated." 


The steady development of Siberia 


is about to bear fruit, and for the first 
time in tlie history of the world the 
tide of emigration is turning toward 
the east. 
Ever since the clay that the 


erring couple were turned from the 
gates of Paradise, muses the Atlanta 
Constitution, their faces, and those of 
their children, have been turned west- 
ward, until notf the shores of the 
Pacific have been reached, and west 
meets east. During this progress old 
lands have not only been thinned of 
their population, but have been utterly 
abandonee!. It was reserved for Knssia 
to make the first exception to the 
rale, not willingly, but under force of 
circumstances. 
The growth of the 


half-Tartar tribes on the Asiatic line 
into a compact empire, found its 
western boundary closed and walled. 
All the wiles of Russian diplomacy 
have only succeeded ia the acquisition 
of a part of Poland. There confronted 
her there the Geraina, the Austrian, 
the Turk, behind whom was England. 
The conquest of the far southwest is 
tbe dream of Russian statesmanship, 
but' it mu-t nw.v.t the slow awakening 
of time. In tho meantime, Russia has 
had free rein toward the east. Her 
Asiatic t' rritory is even more vast thaa 
that of l>.ro,->c. For a contury the 
er-T* of civilization have been paine.l 
with ihe terrors of -Siberian esile. 
It 


was a deportation r.? terrible for prince 
as for p<.a?int, rcuira from which was 
as hoptieis for one as for the other. 
Xow, 
however, wo nre told that the 


work of the cetiury is about to bloom 
in ice opening an to the world of a 
country reclaimed from its original 
terrors. Cilief, well-tilled farms, rail- 
road?, have ail dose their work, and 
instead of deportation to Siberia, we 
see the face of the voluntary emigrant 
turned that way. The emigrants of 
eastern Europe, finding' that they wcr^ 
Bot welcome to America, have been 
jndnced to seek homes in Siberia, 
where the Government is doing all it 
can for them. It marks the first return 
of the human race toward its cradie, 
and it will have a big effect upon the 
future history of tbe world. 


habitant?. MM. Olufsen aud Philipp 
sen are the names of these adventurous 
travelers. 
They have been for some 


years officers in the Danish army, aud 
are widely known as men of courage 
and discretion. 
Consequently when 


they started on their expedition the 
general belief was that if anything 
strange and hitherto unknown "was to 
bo found in the Pamir region, they 
would surely find it. 


That this belief was well founded 


was clearly seen upon tho travelers' 
return from Central Asia, which took 
place a few clays ago, after a sojourn 
of some months in the Asiatic wilds. 


The country toward which they had 


set their faces is a vast tableland, 
which has au average height of 12,- 
000 feet. It is 200 miles in length 
and from 120 to 150 miles in breadth. 
It is geographically known as the 
.Pamir plateau, but is better known 
under the poetic title of "Boof of the 
World," being formed by a conjunc- 
tion of the Himalayas and the Thian 
Shan range. 
It is ringed by a rough 


horseshoe of mountain ranges and ia 
intersected by many snowy ridges and 
shallow trenches. 


Very picturesque, though rather 


monotonous, is the landscape. It con- 
sists of a series of tent shaped, glacier 
coated mountain heights,1 upon which 
hardly any verdure grows,"and from 
which the forests have been shorn by 
the bitter frost and winds. Between 
these gaunt, bare ridges are many des- 
olate bituminous lakes, and as far as 
the eye can see the icy grasp of winter 
seems to hold sway. 


To this unpromising land went the 


two Danish officers. 
Ihey knew well 


that the task before them was no 
pleasant one. but they faced it bravely. 
They knew that other travelers before 
them had suffered greatly in the Pamir 
region, but they knew, too, that from 
the days of Marco Polo down to our 
own time wonderful stories have been 
told about the extreme fertility and 
beauty of a small section of this 
region, and they may have been 
spurred ou in the hope of finding a 
genuine Eldorado in the midst o! these 
inhospitable wastes. 


They passed through much of the 


Pamir region, and found it, as usual, 
uninhabited. 
In a country where 


there is winter for nine months of the 
year and cold weather for the remain- 
ing three months it is not easy td sus- 
tain life, and even the most rugged 
human beings prefer less rigorous 
quarters. Consequently, in this por- 
tion of the ice bound land only wild 
sheep are found, except in summer 
months, when a nomad shepherd may 
be seen here and there. 


Beyond this unpleasant and unin- 


habitable land, however, the travelers 
found a more desirable strip of coun- 
try. 
It apparently lies northeast of 


Kashgar, and is said to be remarkable 
for its fertility, especially when con- 
trasted with the surrounding territory. 


'We are told that it fattens many 


flocks of Kirghaz sheep, cows and 
horses; that it contains many gardens 
well stocked with apricots, peaches 
and apples, that its fields are sown 
with maize, bariey, wheat, melons and 
cucumbers; that its lakes and rivers 
are stocked with water fowl and that 
the principal other birds are vultures, 
jackdaws, ravens, magpies and cuc- 
koos. 


It is presumably in this favored 


laud that AIM. Olufsen and Philipp- 
sen saw the remarkable sights of which 
they have spoken since their return to 
St. Petersburg. High up on this ta- 
bleland they lounil a unique race of 


Not only are they fire worship- 


pers, but they are also "much smaller 
thaa the average human being. Of 
civilization, as wo understand the 
word, they have apparently no con- 
ception, being in all respects as primi- 
tive as the njost savage tribe. As- 
suredly a peculiar race, and yet there 
is a plausible explanation of their 
peculiarities. 


Traces of fire worship miy ba ob- 


served throughout the entire Orient 
and even in civilized Europe. Bon- 
fires are still lit on St. John's Eve, 
and this old custom is said to be n 
rciic of fire worship. Again, in an 
extremely cold country like ths Pamir 
region, one would rather expect to 
Sod dwarfs than giant?, nad in a 
country so far from civilization one 
con id hardly expect the people to be 
civilized. 


Cut the Danish travelers tell as Mill 


more curious things. It seems that 
in this strange countiy the animals, 
as well as tho human beings, are ludi- 
crously small. 
Thus, the donkeys, 


which are used a«i beasts of burden, 
are scarcely larger than dogs, and the 
oxen are never Sarger thsn ordinary 
foals. 


Scientists are puzzled over this part 


Vf the travelers' story, finding it diffi- 


cult to account for tho extremely 
small sizo of tho animals, except ou 
tho theory that they may bo distinct 
broody, of which wo have no knowl- 
edjre. 
A few claim that the climate 


bus dwarfed ttia four-footed animals, 
UB well as tlm human beiugs, but the 
majority, while admitting that a rig- 
orous climate may stunt laeu and 
women, deny that it can have the 
same effect on quadrupeds, since na- 
ture carefully provides them with ad- 
equate armor, cvca in the worst cli- 
mate. 


That those little men and women 


are entirely uncivilized is shown by 
the fact that they have no money and 
carry on all their business by means 
of barter. 
It is also evident that tno 


ceremony of marriage plays a very 
email part in their life, for we are told 
that the price of a woman is fifteen 
sheep or five or six cows. 


From what other travelers tell us it 


seems clear that the territory inhab- 
ited by the dwarfs is very limited. 
Tbe entire Pamir reqion is not of any 
great extent, and we know thut for 
nine and a half months of the year the 
Alai district is uninhabited owing to 
the extreme severity of the weather 
—New York Herald.

Press 
through a sieve and add slowly to three 
pints of white broth, taking care that 
the eggs do not curdle; lastly, add a 
peeled and baked cucumber, cut in 
thin slices. Serve immediately. 


Turnips, Old Style—Peel three large 


turnips and boil them in milk; boil 
half a pound of macaroni in salt water; 
mash the turnips, put them in the bot- 
tom of a baking dish, sprinkle minced 
onion and red pepper over them; then 
lay in the macaroni, spread over with 
grated cheese, stale bread crumbs and 
bits of butter; pour over a teacupful 
of milk and set in a hot oven until 
brown. 


Brambles—One orange grated whole, 


one cup of raisins seeded and chopped 
fine, one-half cup of sugar, one egg, 
one tablespoonful of cracker dnst.

STAINS ON LINEN. 


Ink marks or iron mould stains may 
be removed by placing a plate on the 
top of a basinful of boiling water.

The steady development of Siberia 
is about to bear fruit, and for tho first 
time in tlie history of the world the 
tide of emigration is turning toward 
the east. 
Ever since the day that tlie 
erring couple were turned from the 
gates of Paradise, muses tho Atlanta 
Constitution, their faces, and those of 
their children, have been turned west­ 
ward, until now the shores of tho 
Pacific havo been reached, and wc6t 
meets east. 
During this progress old 
lands havo not onlv been thinned of 
their population, but havo been utterly 
abandoned. It was reserved for Russia 
to make the first exception to the 
rule, not willingly, but under force of 
circumstances. 
The growth of tho 
half-Tartar tribes on tho Asiatic lino 
into a compact empire, found its 
western boundary closed and walled. 
All the wiles of Russian diplomacy 
have only succeeded in the acquisition 
of a part of Poland. There confronted 
her there the German, the Austrian, 
the Turk, behind whom was England. 
The conquest of tho far southwest is 
the dream of Russian statesmanship, 
bu£ it must await the slow awakening 
of time. 
In the meantime, Russia has 
had free rein toward the east. 
Her 
Asiatic territory is oven more vast than 
that of Europe. 
For a century tho 
ears of civili-satiun havo been pained 
with tho terrors of »Siberian exile. 
It 
was adeportation as terrible for prince 
as for peasant, return from which was 
as hopeless for ono as for tho other. 
Now, however, ws aro told that tho 
work of the century is about to bloom 
in tho opening up to tho world of a 
country reclaimed from its original 
terrors. Cities, well-tilled farms, rail­ 
roads, have all dono their work, and 
instead of deportation to Siberia, we 
eee tho face of tho voluntary emigrant 
turned that wayf 
The emigrants of 
eastern Europe, finding that they were 
not welcome to America, have been 
induced to seek homes in Siberia, 
where the Government is doing all it 
can for them. It marks tb£ first return 
of tho human race toward its cradle, 
and it will have a big effect upon the 
future history of the world.

They passed through much of the 
Pamir region, and found it, as usual, 
uninhabited. 
In a country where 
there is winter for nine months of the 
year and cold weather for the remain­ 
ing three months it is not easy 16 sus­ 
tain life, and even the most rugged 
human boiugs prefer less rigorous 
quarters. 
Consequently, in this por­ 
tion of the ice bound land only wild 
eheep are found, except in summer 
months, when a nomad shepherd may 
be seen here and there. 


Beyond this unpleasant and unin­ 
habitable land, however, the travelers 
found a more desirable strip of coun­ 
try. 
It apparently lies northeast of 
Kashgar, and is said to bo remarkable 
for its fertility, especially when con­ 
trasted with the surrounding territory. 


We are told that it fattens many 
Hocks of lvirghaz sheep, cows and 
horses; that it contains many gardens 
well stocked with apricots, peaches 
and Apples, that its iields aro sown 
with maize, barley, wheat, melons and 
cucumbers; that its lakes and rivers 
are stocked with water fowl and that 
the principal other birds are vultures, 
jackdaws, ravens, magpies and cuc­ 
koos. 


It is presumably in this favored 
land that MM. Olufsen and Philipp- 
sen saw the remarkable sights of which 
they havo spoken since their return to 
St. Petersburg. 
High up on this ta­ 
bleland they lound a unique race of 
men. 
Not only aro they lire worship­ 
pers, but they aro also much smaller 
than the average human being. 
Of 
civilization, 
as wo understand the 
word, they havo apparently no con­ 
ception, being in all respects as primi­ 
tive as tho most savage tribe. 
As­ 
suredly a peculiar race, and yet there 
is a plausible explanation of their 
peculiarities* 


Traces of fire worship may b9 ob­ 
served throughout tho entire Orient 
and even in civilized Europe, 
Bon­ 
fires are still lit on St. 
John’s Eve, 
and this old custom is said to be a 
reho of fire worship. 
Again, in an 
extremely cold country like the Pamir 
region, one would rather expect to 
find dwarfs than 
giants, and in a 
country so far from civilization one 
couid hardly expect the peoj;le to be 
civilized. 


But the Danish travelers tell us still 
more curious things. 
It seems that 
in this strange countiy the animals, 
as well as tho human beings, are ludi­ 
crously small. 
Thus, the donkeys, 
which are used as beasts of burden, 
are scarcely larger than dogs, and the 
oxen are never larger than ordinary 
foals. 


Scientists are puzzled over this part 
vf the travelers1 story, finding it dilli- 


acting as though there would bo no 
end to them.

Turnips, Old Style—Peel three largo 
turnips and boil them in milk; boil 
half a pound of macaroni m sal t water; 
mash tho turnips, put them in the bot­ 
tom of a baking dish, sprinkle minced 
onion and red pepper over them; then 
lay in the macaroni, spread over with 
grated cheese, stalo bread crumbs and 
bits of butter; pour over a teacupful 
of milk and set in a hot oven until 
brown. 


Brambles—One orange grated whole, 
ono cup of raisins seeded and chopped 
fine, one-half cup of sugar, ono egg, 
one tablespoonful of cracker dust. 
Mix thoroughly. 
Roll puff paste as 
thin as possible, spread with the mix­ 
ture and cover with another fiat of 
pastry. 
Cut in fancy shades and bake 
in a quick oven. 
When cold cover 
with a thin icing.

works pumps, and carves out 
all sorts of beautiful things from stona 
and marble.

uable. 
It copies letters, shears sheep 
and is utilized in the stock yards to 
slaughter and dress meat. 
As to its 
future, prediction is made that it will 
clean house, run dumb waiters, take 
the place of the horse as a means of 
locomotion, will wash dishes and rock 
the baby. 
There aro inventors who 
declare that compressed air is already 
quite as useful as electricity,and much 
safer and more manageable. 
To bring 
it into its best uses, large distributing 
stations must be built, from which 
compressed air will come as we now 
get gas and water.

two great powers, eleclricity and com­ 
pressed air; and between the two, we 
ought to be able to get most of our 
minor services well and cheaply p er­ 
formed.

Sec. 1. Be it ordained by the Burgess and

A new amalgam has been discovered

Once the two metals are 
sufficiently fused together a little mag- 
aesium and carbonate of lime are added 
to increase the density of the material. 
The product can be drawn, wrought, 
and soldered just like gold, which it al- 
most exactly resembles on being polish- 
ed. Even when exposed to the action 
!>f ammoniacal salts or nitrous vapors it 
preserves its color. Tbe cost of making 
it is about 25 cents a pound avoirdupois.

The reviewing stands were draped In 
front with the oiUclal flag of the presi- 
dent. 


While the land parade was waited 
for after the conclusion of the cere- 
monies the sky became laden and the 
wind increased until It almost howled 
around the trees. The waters of the 
Hudson reflected the ashen hue of the 
sky, and the «reat white shins that 
floated on Its bosom stood out in al- 
most ominous relief. The dusty road- 
bed of the drive was whipped up until 
black coats became brown, and spec- 
tators forsook their unsheltered seats 
for the protection of the tomb pillars. 


At the head of the military dvlsion 
and of the parade, in which 60,000 men 
marched, rode General Grenville M. 
Dodge, the grand marshal. Upon the 
recommendation of General Grant, un- 
der whom he served, he secured his 
stars as a major general. It was fit- 
ting indeed that he who began life as 
a butcher's boy In Danvers, Mass., and 
rose to greatness under Grant, should 
lead the host of soldierly pilgrims to 
the tomb of the general who was once 
the tanner of 
Galena. Behind 
him 
rode Colonel A. Noel Blakeman, chief 
of staff, and the other staff oflilcers. 


Next in line came the United States 
forces, under command of Major Gen- 
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of

found such tumultuous vent yesterday.

The first event of the dedication ctr- 
«rnonies was the departure of the pres- 
idential party,' with members of the 
Grant family and Invited guests, from 
the Fifth Avenue hotel this morning.

o'clock. 
Meantime the entire line of march had 
been crowded with cheering thousands, 
who wore kfpt from crowding into the 
streets by long lines of police. As the 
president passed through the

Mrs. 
Grant, the widow of the dead presi-

Squadron A, Major Roe command-

At 11 o'clock exercises at the tomb 
were begun, following this order: "My 
Country, 'Tis of Thee:" prayer by Bish- 
op J. P. Newman; hymn of thanks, "Old 
Netherland Polksong;" address by the 
president of the United States; "Star 
Bpang:led Banner;" oration by General 
Horace Porter, president of the Grant 
Monument association; acceptance of

The solemn service

dedication 
seemed to throw a strange hush over 
this vast tljrong.

General Porter's oration in honor of 
the hero seemed to impress the crowd 
less than the sight of the palefaced, 
bar9headed president, standing beside

headed statesmen and soldiers. It was 
their i.resence rather than their words 
that lent solemnity to the occasion. 


Surrounded by his cabinet, his gen- 
erals and his friends, President Mc- 
ICinley stood and reviewed the grand- 
est military pageant ever seen in this 
city. There v/erc regular soldiers, reg- 
ular sailors, national guardsmen of the 
uea and land forces, Grand Army vet- 
erans.

While the surging crowds were still 
seeking their homes an elaborate re- 
ception to President McKinley was in 
progress at the Union League club. 


Scarcely a hitch occulted 
in 
the

arrangements for this

celebration, and the arrangements of 
the 
committee from 
early 
morning 
until late at night met with complete 
success. The brisk cold wind affected 
those In the elevated vicinity of the 
tomb more than it did those In more 
sheltered and lower parts of the city. | 
It is estimated that fully a 
million 
persons watched for hours the troops 
that passed in revlev^ It v/as such a 
gorgeous sight that no dust, no wind 
could kill the enthusiasm of the on- 
lookers, many of whum v/ere compelled 
to walk out in the early mornlns to 
the park, and 
thousands of 
whom 
came from distant cities. 


Vv'hen niiiht lell and the greatest of 
military, naval and civic i^arades ever 
seen here was at an end the city as- 
sumed a gala aspect. The streets were 
full of bright uniforms of all nations, 
while 
slt^htseers

wandered from place to place and dis- 
cussed the wonders of the di^y. 


Once in the history of the world be- 
fore has such a ceremony been en- 
acted over the reinterment of any great 
man, this only other instiince being

Many of the things which in 
this country are looked upon as wild- 
ly radical have been in practical and 
successful operation over there for 
years. 
Government 
ownership of 
railways, postal savings banks, com- 
pulsory insurance for government em- 
ployes and ijensions after retirement 
for age, are all beyond tho experi- 
mental stagein Germany. 
Tho recent 
oilicial reports show that tho railways 
are-paying so well as to be a largo 
source of revenue to the government, 
and reductions in both 
freight and 
passenger rates are contemplated." 


The steady development of Siberia 
is about to bear fruit, and for tho first 
time in tlie history of the world the 
tide of emigration is turning toward 
the east. 
Ever since the day that tlfe 
erring couple were turned from the 
gates of Paradise, muses the Atlanta 
Constitution, their faces, and those of 
their children, have been turned west- 
ward, until no\V the shores of the 
PaciQc have been reached, and west 
meets east. 
During this progress old 
lands have not only been thinned of 
their population, but have been iitterly 
iibandoned. It was reserved for Kussia 
to make the first exception to the 
rule, not willingly, but under force of 
circumstances. 
The growth of 
tho 
half-Tartar tribes on tho Asiatic line 
into a compact empire, found its 
western boundary closed and walled. 
All the wiles of Eussian diplomacy 
have only succeeded in the acquisition 
of a part of Poland. There confronted 
her there the German, the Austrian, 
the Turk, behind whom was England. 
The conquest of tho far southwesii is 
the dream of liussian statesmanship, 
buf it must await the slow awakening 
of time. 
In tho meantime, Kussia has 
had free rein toward the east. 
Her 
Asiatic territory is oven more vast than 
that of Europe. 
For a ctjutury tho 
ears of eivili/ution have been joained 
witli the terrors of Siberian exile. 
It 
was a deportation as terrible for prince 
as for peatsaut, relurn from Avhich was 
as hopc-leBS for one as for tho other, 
Now, however, wa are told that tho 
work of the century is about to bloom 
in the opening up to tho world of a 
country reclaimed from its original 
terrors. Cities, well'tilled farms, rail- 
roads, have all done their work, and 
instead of deportation to Siberio, we 
Bee the face of the voluntary emigrant 
turned that way, 
The emigrants of 
eastern Europe, iindiug that they were 
not welcome to America, have been 
induced to seek homes in 
Siberia, 
whore the Government is doing all it 
can for them. It marks th^ first return 
of the human race toward its cradle, 
and it will have a big efrect upon the 
future history of the world.

NE of the most remarkable 
journeys of our day was ro 
cently undertaken 
by 
two 
adventurous 
young Danes 
Knowing 
that 
there was a good 
deal 
of 
unexplored 
ietviior^ 
in tho 
Pamir 
region, 
in 
Central 
Asia, they 
determined 
to 
journey 
thither 
and 
make 
a 
close 
study 
of this terra incognita and its in 
habitants. 
MM. Olufsen and Philipp- 
scn are the n a m e s of these adventurous 
travelers. 
They have been for some 
years oilicors in tho Danish army, aud 
are widely known as men of courage 
and discretion. 
Consequently when 
they started on their expedition the 
general belief was that if anything 
strange aud hitherto unknown was to 
bo found in tho Pamir region, thoy 
would surely find it. 


That this belief was well founded 
was clearly seen upon tho travelers' 
return from Central Asia, which took 
place a few days ago, after a sojourn 
of some months in the Asiatic wilds. 


The country toward which they had 
set their faces is a vast tableland, 
which has an average height of 12,- 
000 feet. 
It is 200 miles in length 
and from 120 to 150 miles in breadth. 
It is geographically known as the 
Pamir plateau, but is better known 
under the poetic title of '*Eoof of the 
World," being formed by a conjunc- 
tion of tho Himalayas and the Thian 
Shan range. 
It is ringed by a rough 
horseshoe of mountain ranges and is 
intersected by many snowy ridges and 
shallow trenches. 


Very picturesque, 
though 
rather 
monotonous, is the landscape. 
It con- 
sists of a series of tent shaped, glacier 
coated mountain heights,* uj^on which 
hardly any verdure grows, and from 
which the forests have been shorn by 
tho bitter frost and winds. 
Between 
these gaunt, bare ridges are many des- 
olate bituminous lakes, and as far as 
tho eye can see tho icy grasp of winter 
seems to hold sway. 


To this unpromising land went the 
two Danish officers. 
Ihey knew well 
that the task before them was no 
pleasant one. but they faced it bravely. 
They knew that other travelers before 
them had suffered greatly in the Pamir 
region» but they knew, too, that from 
the days of Marco Polo down to our 
own time wonderful stories have been 
told about the extreme fertility and 
beauty of a small section of 
this 
region, 
and 
they may have 
been 
spurred on in the liope of finding a 
genuine Eldorado in tho midst of these 
inhospitable wastes. 


They passed througli much of the 
Pamir region, and found it, as usual, 
uninhabited. 
In a country 
where 
there is winter for nine months of the 
year and cold weather for the remain- 
ing three months it is not easy td sus- 
tain life, and even the most rugged 
human bciugs prefer less rigorous 
quarters. 
Consequently, in this por- 
tion of the ice bound land only wild 
sheep are found, except in summer 
months, when a nomad shex^herd may 
be seen here and there. 


Beyond this unpleasant and unin- 
habitable land, however, the travelers 
found a more desirable strii^ of coun- 
try. 
It apiDarently lies northeast of 
liashgar, and is said to bo remarkable 
Cor its fertility, especially when con- 
trasted with the surrounding territory. 


Vv'o are told that it fattens many 
flocks of Kirghaz sheep, cows aud 
horses; that it contains many gardens 
well stocked with apricots, peaches 
and npples, that its fields are sown 
with maize, barley, wheat, melons and 
cucumbers; that its lakes and rivers 
aro stocked with v/ater fowl and that 
the principal other birds are vultures, 
jackdaws, ravens, magpies and cuc- 
koos. 


It is presumably 
in this favored 
land that MM. Olufsen and Philipp- 
eon saw the remarkable sights of which 
they have spoken since their return to 
St. Petersburg. 
High up on this ta- 
bleland thoy lound a unique race of 
men. 
Not only are they fire worship- 
pers, but they aro also much smaller 
than the averago human being. 
Of 
civilization, 
as wo understand 
the 
word, they havo apparently no con- 
ception, being in all respects as primi- 
tive as the most savage tribe. 
As- 
suredly a peculiar race, and yet there 
is a plausible explanation 
of 
their 
Xjeculiarities, 


Traces of fire w^orahip may be ob- 
served throughout tho entire Orient 
and even in civilizod Europe. 
Bon- 
fires are still lit on at. 
John's Eve, 
and this old custom is said to be a 
relio of fire worship. 
Again, in an 
extremely cold country like the Pamir 
region, one would rather expect to 
find dwarfs than 
giants,^ and in a 
country so far from civilization one 
couid hardly expect tho people to be 
civilized. 


But the Danish travelers tell usslill 
more curious things. 
It seems that 
in this strange countiy the animals, 
as well as tho human beings, are ludi- 
crously small. 
Thus, the donkeys, 
which are used as beasts of burden, 
aro scarcely larger than dogs, and the 
oxen are never larger than ordinary 
foals. 


Scientists are puzzled over this part 
vi the travelers' story, finding it diffi- 


cult to account for tho 
extremely 
small sizQ of the animals, except on 
the theory that they may bo distinct 
breeds, of which wo have no knowd- 
eds:e. 
A fev/ claun that the climate 
has dwarfed the four-footed auimais, 
as well as the human beings but the 
majority, M-hilo admitting that a rig- 
orous climate may stunt 
men 
and 
women, deny that it can havo the 
satno ofTeot on quadrupeds, sinco na- 
ture carefully provides them with ad* 
equate armor, oven in the worst cli- 
mate. 


That those little men and women 
are entirolv uncivilized is shown by 
the fact that they havo no money and 
carry on all thoir busineiis by means 
of barter. 
It is alpo ovidonfc that tiio 
ceremony of 
marriage plays a very 
small part in their life, for we aro told 
that the prico of a woman is 
fifteen 
sheop or five or six cows. 


From what other travelers toll us it 
soems clear that the territory inhab- 
ited by the dwarfs is very limited. 
Tho entire Pamir rec;ion is not of any 
gpeat extent, and wo know that for 
nine and a half months of the year the 
Alai district is uninhabited owing to 
the extreme severity of the weather. 
—New York Herald.

STAINS ON LINEN. 


Ink marks or iron mould stains may 
t)G removed by placing a plate on the 
top of ft basinful of boiling 
water. 
Then spread the articles on the plate, 
wet the sjDot and rub it with a small 
quantity of salt of lemon. 
As tho ar- 
ticle dries, the stain will disappear. If 
one application is not quite successful, 
repeat the operation. 
A small bos of 
salt of lemon should have a place iu 
svery household. 
Mildew may be re- 
moved from linen by the following 
process: 
Hub the linen well-with salt, 
then scrape some fine chalk and rub it 
ilso on tho stained part. 
Lay 
the 
linen on the grass, and as it dries wot 
ifc a little. 
The mildew will in all pro- 
oability be quito removed by ono or 
two applicatious.—New York Journal, 


RECIPES. 


Parsnip Chips—Out parsnips into 
Ihiu slices with a potato cutter ; soak 
in cold salted water. 
The longer thoy 
stand in the cold water the 
crisper 
they will be. 
Dry between towels and 
fry in hot fat. 
The fat should,iiot*bôi 
3o"hofc as for croquettes. 
Stir them 
çvith a fork until they are crisp. 


Eye Breakfast Muffins—One cup of 
rye meal, one cui^ of iiour,a teaspoon- 
ful of sugar, one-half teaspoonful of 
salt, two teaspoonfuls of baking pow- 
der, one cup of milk, one egg well 
beaten. 
Mix all the dry materials. 
ÔLdd the milk to the beaten egg and 
beat all together. 
Bake twenty min- 
utes in a quick oven. 


Pottage ft la McDonald—Pound in a 
mortar or chop in a bowl a cooked 
calf's brain and two cooked onions ; mix 
with three raw egg yolks and a tea- 
spoonful 
of 
curry 
powder. 
Press 
through ft sieve and add slowly to three 
pints of white broth, taking care that 
the eggs do not curdle; lastly, add a 
peeled and baked cucumber, cut in 
thin slices. 
Serve immediately. 


Turnips, Old Style—Peel three large 
turnips and boil them in milk ; boil 
half a iDoundof macaroni in salt water ; 
mash the turnips, put them in the bot- 
tom of a baking dish, sprinkle minced 
onion and red pepper over them ; then 
lay in the macaroni, spread over with 
grated cheese, stale bread crumbs and 
bits of butter; pour over a teacupful 
of milk and set in a hot oven until 
brown. 


Brambles—One orange grated whole, 
one cup of raisins seeded and chopped 
fine, one-half cup of sugar, ono egg, 
one tablespoonful of cracker 
dust. 
Mix thoroughly. 
Roll puii' paste as 
thin as possible, spread with tho mix- 
ture and cover with another flat of 
pastry. 
Out in fancy shades and bake 
in ft quick oven. 
When 
cold cover 
with a thin icing, 
Delicious with 


cocoa,

Tho operation of tattooing is per- 
formed by iirst treating the eye with 
cocaine, until it becomes absolutely 
senseless to pain.

EANETTE, an elephant which 
most showmen believe to have 
been the oldest in the United 
S'atesand the firstever brought 
to America, is dead at Peru, lud. Her 
age is known to have been 11G years. 
Tho Chicago Times-Herald sayg she 
has been a tenant of menageries in 
this country since 1824,^ 


Jeanette really died of old age. Her 
skin was wrinkled and drawn and her

eyes had that peculiar lackluster ap- 
pearance which always 
accompanies 
decrepit old age. Jeanette had passed 
through the hands of so many show- 
men that to anyone of these her entire 
history is practically unknown. 
She 
came in possession of her last owner 
in 1885. 
Previous to that time, it is 
estimated by those who know scraps 
of the aged elephant's career, she had 
been owned by at least forty different 
persons. ^ She was of African birth and 
was sold for a bagful of gold. 
Anyone 
who saw her, and was familiar with 
elephants, would know in an instant 
that she was an African. 
Her cars 
were of the enormous, 
''umbrella" 
kind, which make elephants look not 
unlike huge foxhounds. 


The first that was known ot Jeanette 
in this country was in 1823. 
At that 
time an agent of an American menag- 
erie was in England, and there saw the 
elephant, in company with a number 
of others just arrived from tbo Cape, 
as Africa is termed in Britain. 
She 
had been employed as a working ele- 
phant for some time in Africa previous 


best posted menagerie and circus man 
refupes to estimate, beyond tho fact 
that it was at least forty times. 
It is 
certain, however, that there has been 
no prominent menagerie in the coun- 
try in tho last half century which has 
not had a claim on Jeanette at ono 
time or another. 
"When elephants be- 
gan to bo common Jeanette's fame 
faded. 
She was probably the most 
traveled 
elephant the 
world 
ever 
knew. 
The tact that she fell from tho 
pedestal of fame so many years ago 
did not sour her temper, for she was 
always considered a special pet by 
everyone who ever had anything to do 
with her. 


Although possessed 
of this good 
nature, sho was resentful of fancied 
or real injuries, and if she once took a 
disliko to a person woe betide that 
unforrunato individual 
if 
he 
ever 
ventured withm reach of her trunk. 


Jeanetto had 
an antipathy to a 
l^ainter named Eraser, which seemed 
to turn her against all painters. 
Once 
sho broke loose and discovered a gang 
of painters outside the gate on their 
way from work to dinner. 
She gave a 
shrill warning and 
thundered after 
them. 
They ran as fast as they could, 
bub Jeanette gained so rapidly that 
they were forced to take refuge in a 
barn, the great doors of which swung 
right open. 
Jeanette pressed them 
BO hard that they climbed up into the 
haymow, an 1 there the elephant kept 
them until their cries for help brought 
aid. 


Jeanette was not a large elephant. 
She weighed only three tons. 
Sho 
had a persuasive way, however, when- 
ever she took after anyone. 
To tell 
tho corapleto story of her escapades 
would be an almost endless task. 
The 
greater portion of them were good- 
natured, and she was never known to 
really hurt anyone who had not in- 
jured her. 
It was a favorite pastime

to her purchase by an English official, 
who was engaged in gathing a small 
herd to export to England, 
At that 
time, it is asserted, there was not nn 
elephant in the United States.

Jeanette for .S2o,000. 
The purchase 
was tho talk of Loudon, 


Tho next thing to do was to get 
Jeanette to the United States, and that 
was no trifling matter. 
The year 
1823, it must be remembered, was far 
in advance of the ocean greyhound, 
and tho voyage across the Atlantic for 
even a human being was considered 
an event. 
The agent, 
however, was 
equal to the emergency, and ono June 
day when a clipper ship sailed from 
Liverpool she had aboard of her, snug- 
ly stowed in the hold, tbo bulky form

JJetail is laciciug as to how 
Jeanette enjoyed the vojage,- but she 
reached 
New York 
with but a few 
abrasions of the skin and a sour tem- 
per. 


Naturally Jeanette created a sensa- 
tion in Gotham. 
People came from a 
great distance to see her lodgings not 
lar 
from JJattery Paris. 
Then 
her 
owner ¡jlaced her in a tent, because 
the lodgings were not largo enough to 
accommodate tho people who came to 
see her. 
Ho made money rapidly and 
Jeanette waxed fafc and strong. 
Af- 
ter a while j^atronage began to slacken 
a bit, however, and Jeanetto's owner, 
who had long ago given up the idea of 
placing her in any menagerie except 
his own, put her in a wagon that was 
considered a triumph of architectural 
skill, 
and with just enough other 
things to justify liim in calling his 
outilt a menagerie ttarted out to tour 
the east. 


Jeunette's fame spread l^ar and wide, 


of hers whenever she broke loose in 
the menagerie tent to make for the 
lemonade venders, put them to flight 
and drink all their lemonade. 
This 
she seemed to consider a most delight- 
ful treat. 
The same method of treat- 
ment was applied to the men and boys 
who dispensed candy, 
and Jeanette 
appropriated so much of their stock 
that tney grew to be afraid to venture 
near her. 


Tue people of Peru mourn for Jean- 
ette. 
She was one of the sights of tho 
town during the winter season, and 
was a friend of two-thirds of the popu- 
lation. 
Her funeral was as largely at- 
tended as that of the most prominent 
citizen would have been. 
She was 
only an elephant, but it is something 
to have been a good elephant.

It operates block signals on 
railroads, 
load& guns, drives machin- 
ery, 
works pumps, and carves out 
all sorts of beautiful things from ston^ 
and marble. 
It is coming into use for 
thousands of minor i^urposes. 
As a 
cleaning and dusting agent, it is inval- 
uable. 
It copies letters, shears sheei» 
and is utilized in the stock yards to 
slaughter and dress meat. 
As to its 
future, prediction is made that it will 
clean house, run dumb waiters, tako 
the i^lflce of the horse as a means of 
locomotion, will wash dishes and rock 
the baby. 
There are inventors whf> 
declare that compressed air is already 
quito as useful as electricity,and much 
safer and more manageable. 
To bring 
it into its best uses, large distributing 
stations must be built, from which 
compressed air will come as wo now 
get gas and water. 
There 
will, no 
doubt, be a sharp rivalry between the 
two great powers, electricity and com- 
pressed air; and between the two, wo 
ought to be able to get most of our 
minor services well and cheaply per- 
formed.

Mountain 
Fires^ 


One of the most destructive mountain 
fires of recent years in tho South Moun- 
tain raged from Saturday morning until 
Suuday evening,and consumed hundreds 
of acres of valuable timber. 
It began 
near the line between Hamiltonban and 
Franklin townships and burned north- 
ward until it approached the Chambers- 
burg pike, where it was extinguished, 
with the aid of the rain on Suuday even- 
ing. 
Green Kidge, a section of valuable 
timber, was entirely burned over, and it 
is supposed that, in all, the fire covered 
an area of twenty square miles.

What can be made out of scraps ia 
shown in a hundred ways in the do- 
mestic económies of Biackwell's Isl- 
and. 
It has no more interesting illus- 
tration than the arbor work that is 
being put toi?ether there from time to 
time. 
No silver or iron goes to waste 
about the almshouse grounds. Among 
tho paupers are many clever artisans 
in the metals, who are able to make 
anything, from a crowbar to a clock. 
It 
is 
a 
pleasant 
occupation 
for 
them to tinker away in the shops. 
So 
the keepers have had them work over 
the iron hoops, broken stove lids^ dis- 
used kitchen utensils, tin cans and 
other institution wreckage. 


Out of this unpromising material 
they have made ornamental trellises 
and 
wickerwjrk, handsome 
garden 
gates and summer houses for the vines 
to clamber over. 
Sot 
at 
intervals 
about the almshouse farm these bits 
of lidornment give it some of the as- 
pects of an English estate with lodge 
gate and inviting nooks. 
The accum- 
ulation of picturesque eflects is going 
on slowly but constantly. 


An important auxiliary is the road- 
making that is carried on with the aid 
of the workhouse people. 
The island 
is being provided %yith a system of 
highways that delight the doctors who 
ride 
wheels,. They

POOR WOMEN liEAR^i TO COOS, 


The cooking class under the auspices 
of the Helen Heath settlement met 
Monday afternoon from d until 6 at 
3iiUl Halsted street. 
Fourteen poor 
women and girls were present to learn 
Irom MibS Bullard the best way 
to 
prepare 
nutritious 
and 
appetizing 
dishes at a small cost,. Tho class meets 
in the kitchen and is shown every de- 
tail of preparation of tho food from 
the time it leaves the market basket 
until it is taken from the range ai^d 
I^assed to them. 


3itiss Bullard first shov/ed them ihe 
proper way to get meat 
ready for 
boiling and uoups, after which she 
madeapotatoe soup and a rice i^iud- 
ding. 
These two dishes, with the ad- 
dition of bread and tea or cofiee make 
a substantial meal for eight persons. 
The estimated cost of the soup is ten 
or eleven cents, and that of the i^ud- 
ding is seven cents. 
It is Intencted to 
teach tho class two or three new dishes 
each week, and so enlarge their menus 
without adding to the cost of living. 


Potato Soup—Boil six potatoes in 
two quarts of water for half an hour 
before mashing.
